The incidence and spread of cholera 
in these two months is preeminently due 
to the immigration of labour population 
from the dry areas into the deltaic aieas of 
the District for paddy transplantation work 
and their living under insanitary environ- 
ment in their temporary camps, drinking 
contaminated and polluted channel water. 

(b) Yes. During the months of October and 
November 1953, 27,333 persons were 
inoculated, from outbreak of cholera 
incidence in the district since July, 1953, - 
1,30,564 persons have been inoculated.

< SriaKAGABHUSHAKAM^Mr. Speaker, Si?, 
the only bone of contention before the House is whe- 
ther the University should be an affiliating University 
Or a Residential University. Oirthis subject, several 
l&emb&s have Bpoken. Some of the members 
who spoke from the other side have actually cited 
' £ ttti1faonti0& especially pente,rio$s from the report, to 
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support their case, I can show you, Sir several senten- 
ces in the same report to support this side. This 
report is a thorough, elaborate and just one, and the 
authors have taken a very equitable view both m 
regard to Residential University and Affiliating Univer- 
sity. My friends on the other side actually quoted 
sentences against having an Affiliating University. 
They did not read further. If only they had done 
so> they would have seen two sentences which 
would have shown them that the authors were against 
having a Residential University. I shall for the benefit 
of the House read the relevant portion « 

'Another factor which should also be borne m 
mind is, that however successful purely residential 
universities may have been in other countries, their 
succe&s in ours still remains tj be demonstrated. 
Exclusively residential universities have two difficul- 
ties to overcome — lack of endowments* limited fee- 
income and consequent dependence on the State fo r 
the bulk of their resources; secondly, lack ot well 
established tradition in the professorial staff for manag- 
ing their own University. On the other hand univer- 
sities which teach and also affiliate a number ot good 
colleges iiave been able to retain their autonomy m 
practice and function fairly successfully.' 

After discussing the merits and demerits of the 
type of university desirable, the authors of the report 
have come to the conclusion - 

'Our conclusion, therefore, is that the new univer- 
sity should have its seat at Tirupati , it should hav^ 
teaching and research and it should also affiliate 
colleges in the Rayalaseema area.

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'It may however be noted that for two years to 
come the examinations of students m affiliated colleges 
in this area must continue to be conducted by the 
Madras University.* (Opposition laughter)

should be an affiliating or lesidential university. 
Much can be said on both sides. Therefore, I say 
for our purpose, I want the House to show some 
consideration for people coming from Anantapur. You 
have to take our view also in deciding the matter. Bo, 
what 1 say is We are starting the Venkateswaia 
University at Tirupati. Tirupati rightly deserves to 
be the centre of learning, it is a place of pilgrimage 
according to Hindu customs and traditions. Now* we 
have anotner centre in Rayalaseem a Anantapur. There 
we have a well developed first grade college. We have 
only there B.SSc. Mathematics, .Physics and Chemi&tiy.

Now by starting 
tne Venkateswara University at Tuupati, we can 
develop the advancement of science at Anantapur and 
develop Axis and Philosophy at Tirupati. For an 
analogy, jubt see what has happened in Mysore Uni. 
ver&ity. Mysore is the centre ot humanities, research 
m philosophy and literature, while Bangalore is made 
tHe centre tor the development of science, chemistry- 
geology etc, Jjor this the affiliating university as 
suggested by the Government is the most practical 
thing* that also incidental by leads to the dovelope, 
ment of Kayalaseema. Therefore, Sir, all those who 
are opposed to the affiliating university* 1 submit- 
have not looked into this aspect of the matter*

Sri K. V. RAMES AM :— Mr. Speaker, Sir, I rise to 
say a few words on the Bill 

An, hon. Member* -Speak in Telugu please, 

Sn K. V. RAMES AM;— I prefer to speak in English 
now, as I have only a few things to say. Sir, we have 
f heard several criticisms on the Bill, in regard to the 
type of the university the jurisdiction 9f the university 
and the constitution of the university and its func- 
tions. No doubt the select committee will go into 
it in detail Before they do so, I would like to point 
out two or three points which require serious conside- 
ration by the select oajnnittee* In regard to the type 
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of the university, my submission is, it is more or less 
an urban one. We want a more or less rural type 
of university That is the opinion expressed by im- 
portant, eminent educationists like Dr. Radhaknshnan, 
who has been the Chairman of the University Commis- 
sion. In this connection it is noteworthy also to note 
that Mr. Rangayya has unequivocally expressed his 
views on the subject I wish the select committee 
will take into consideration all the views expressed 
on the subject. They have all come out in a pamphlet, 
which has been recently published. I appeal to the 
select committee to take very serious consideration 
ot this aspect of affiliation, 

There is also another question which requires 
serious consideration. In answer to an interpellation, 
the other day, the Hon Education Minister said that 
thouga Oil Technology was started in Ananthpur 
four or five years back it was very unfortunate that 
only nine students took advantage of it, and are receiv- 
ing instruction in it to-day. Why is it so? It is 
because the area is backward, and so, it is impossible 
to get students to take to higher education. I suggest 
this aspect of the matter also should be considered by 
the select committee. Before the University introdu- 
ces all the subjects for study, particularly, Physics 
and other branches of Science, they should take care 
to see whether any students would be forthcoming 
to study it. Otherwise the money expended on them 
would nob be spent well Already for want of finance, 
our State is not able to start several courses of study. 
The finance of the new Andhra State is at a very low 
ebb, and we have to consider whether it is necessary 
to spend money on so many oourses of study* X hope 
t th« select committee will consider this question also 
While considering the type of university to be set up 
jbt Xir^ti* I am glad the< PwASthaaaa has mfef* 
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taken to give 25 lakhs worth of property, and certainly 
we welcome such future offers. 

About the constitution of the university, there 
is much difference of opinion. I leave it to the select 
committee to decide. There is keen controversy about 
it in the House If representation on it is restricted 
to a few districts, it will lead to disunity. The people 
of the respective districts of the two Universities will 
develop a sense of separatism. The students in Andhra 
University will develop a feahng of alien spirit to- 
wards the students of Venkateswara University and 
vice versa. After forty years of fightpg we have 
achieved the creation of a separate Andhra State, and 
it is up to us to maintain that unity and not disrupt it. 
I appeal to the select committee to take all these 
factors before they finalise the Bill.
